DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT 
CLAIM FOR CAR DAMAGE

(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 


A decree for £10 was given in a case in 
which Edwin Bosonnet.. commercial traveller, 
Sycamore road, Dublin, sued Louis Collins, 
Gilford road, Sandymount, for £20, some of 
which, he alleged. he had spent in the hire 
of a moto: car, and the remainder he had 
lost because of damage to his employer's 
motor car by reason oi the negligence of the 
defendaut in the management of his motor 
car on the 17th March last. 

Plaintiff, in evidence, said that while 
motoring at Kilakee Cross, Rathfarnham, he 
was held up by a deep snowdrift on the 
road. While backing out of this obstruction 
the defendant’s car struck his and so 
damaged it that he wag obliged to hire 
another car for nine days. He added that 
he had lost business because of the delays 
occasioned by the accident, 

ahe defendant admitted negligence, but 
contested the claim on the ground that a 
certain sum had been paid by an insurance 
broker to the owners of the hired car. 

Mr Fallon, for plaintiff, said that payment 
for actual damages to the car was not the con- 
cern of the plaintiff, who confined his claim 
to his personal loss. 

Judge Davitt added that the decree would 
not be executed if proof were proauced re- 
garding this payment. 

Mr. W. G. Fallon (instructed by Mr. 
Patrick J. O'Reilly) appeared for the plain- 
tiff; Mr. A. KE. Corbett (instruct by 
Messrs. W. G. Bradley and Son) appeared 
for the defendant. 


COW KILLED IN COLLISION 


Holding that the plaintiff was not the 
owner of .the cow, the judge dismissed. a 
claim by Mrs, Ellen Kelly, Camac Park, 
Inchicore, against the Dublin United Tram- 
ways Co., Ltd., for £20 damage to a cow, 
which was struck by a “bus on the public 
road at the junction of Islandbrigige road 
and Inchicere road on February 17 last. 

Terence Kelly, son of ‘the plaintiff, state! 
that-he had driven the cow, which had cost 
£15, from Prussia street to the place where 
the accident occurred. 

Mrs. Kelly, in-evidence, said that she had 
bought the cow. for her son, and that he 
went for it to drive it home. 

Mr,. E, M. Wood (instructed by Mr. E. 
Ryan) appeared for the plaintiff. 

Mr. D. Fawsitt (instracted by Mr. 8. Ryan 
Messrs. James O'Connor and Co.) appéar 
for the defendant company. 


INJURY CLAIM DISMISSED 
The judge dismissed, with costs, an action 
in which William Quinn, labourer, i 
town, Co. Dublin; sued the Mimister for 
Finance, Government Buildings, Merrion 
street, Dublin, for £100 for injuries 
and loss sustained through the alleged negli- 
gence of defendant; his servatitg or agents 
in the management and control of a motor 
lorry, at the junction of Queen street bridge 
sa Ellis’s quay, Dublin, on the 23rd April,

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RARE “ FIND” AT 


KARNBURG 


KAROLINGIAN CASTLE 


Some time ago a most rare discovery was 
made in Karnburg, to the North of Klagen- 
furt, which will have further light thrown 
upon -it by the excavations to be made by 
the Historians’ Club in the year 1958. This 
is a find which dates from the Karolingian 
days, a castle of the last Karolingian em- 
eror, who first made his appearance in 
sis by the name of the Duke Arnulf of 
Carinthia. The parish church, which stands 
on the heights which form the Western 
border of the Zollfeld, was recognised by 
Michelangelo Baron Zois as a Karolingian 
church, its age marks it out as one of the 
oldest sacred edifices still in use. This find, 
coupled with a documentary tradition that 
Arnulf of Carinthia kept the Christmas of the 
year 888 in this fortress of Karnburg, leaves 
very little doubt that the church was a part 
of the castle, but the excavations will prove 
far more. Incidental finds give us to sup- 
pose that the walls of the palatium of the 
castle were built out of the spoils from the 
Roman town of Virunum, which stood on the 
east side of the Zollfeld, so that the re- 
searches give promise of a double success, 
first, clear information as to the site and the 
size Of the castle of the last of the Karo- 
lingians, and, secondly, the treasures of 
valuable inscription stones. 

The ducal chair in the Zollfeld, on which 
the Carinthian dukes were invested with 
their “office, and which took place with a 
ceremony which has become famous, also 
stood within the precincts of the castle, so 
that this will also enrich juristic history. 

Thus,. the excavations at Karnburg will, 
in many regards, far exceed their local in- 
terest. 


ADVICE TO POETS > 
ee LÉ 
A BEACON FOR THE BLIND 


“ Tmitative verse is the prose of a decrepit 
parrot,” says the National Institute for the 
Blind, in its *“*‘ New Beacon.’’ The institute 
is trying to encourage a keener poetic vision 
among the 60,000 people in this country 
whose plrysical eyes can never see the light. 
** You who feel the laggard days, slow of 
tread and heavy of accomplishment, will you 
try this magic which lies to your mind and 
heart?” 

In advising would-be poets on the rudi- 
ments of their art, the ' New Beacon ” issues 
2 vigorous warning against ‘* verbalism.’’ 
‘Meaningless repetitions of pseudo-poetical 
journalese are like the flings if ua old petite- 
maitresse crackling with paint and rusty 
stays and rheumatism. They deserve to be 
set to crooned tunes.” The writer likens 
ba to “the spray tossed high by the 
illows of piose”’ to ‘the sonjr into which 
the chirrup of the birds breaks,’’ and “ the 
flower which foams from the silent stem.” 

**Poetry is utterance crystallised in an 
approach to perfection, Tet it woo the 
multitude in a ballad embroidered with old 
glory, in a love lyric garlanded with 
simplicity, in a hymn accorded with 
worship,” 

With regard to the use of words expressing 
visual imagery, which is a serious problem 
for a person who has never seen, the blind 
poet is advised to employ such words ‘‘only 
if he can bring them within the orbit of the 
other senses.” 

As a practical contribution to the poetry 
campaign, the National Institute has decided 
to issue a series of Braille ket volumes, 
each representing the work of a modern poet.

CRITICISM BY LADIES’ 
TAILORS 


A letter which has been circulated by the 
Department of Industry and. Commerce to 
sa firms states that the eighth guota 
eriod ior imports has been fixed as December 

1937, to April 30, 1938, and that a quota 
of 300,000 square yards of woven woollen 
and worsted tissues has’ been fixed. The 
letter states that the object of fia.ng the 
quota is to enable importers to obtain from 
abroad cloth which is not ob'ainable from 
Irish woollen mills and it adds that the 
Minister is advised that in ranges of cloth 
costing more than 3s.
